The Lecal Labor Situation. 


Tue air ts full of rumors of strikes and labor 
conflicts, and there is quite a general impres- 
sion that the trades unions affiliated with the 


American Federation of Labor will order ex- 
tensive strikes to-day, to-morrow, or on Mon- 
day at latest. Such an event, as bas already 
been pointed out in the Post- DISPATCH, is not 
even a remote contingency—it is an impossi- 
bility. To call out all the trades on 
strike would be to invite speedy demor- 
alization and certain defeat, for there 
would soon be no funds in the treas- 
ury, and without the indispensable 
sinews of war, the issue would not long be in 
In times gone by blunders of this 
kind have been made, but the men have prof- 
ited by experience, and they are now about to 
fight for a principle on a systematic plan, and 
one which they think will make fallure im- 
possible. 

During the Southwestern strike of 1886 the 
Knights of Labor were paramount in the 
counciis ofthe masses of workingmen who 
were affected. The order was at the zenith of 
its power, 0 much 80, it will 
be remembered, that Mr. Powderly 
thought it necessary toforatime curtail the 
increase in membership. Various events 
combined to reduce the influence of the order 
here as elsewhere. So far as St. Louls was 
concerned the management of the strike was 
generally admitted to be bad, and the fallure 
of the movement caused certain prominent 
local leaders to step down and out. The im- 
pending strike will be managed by the 

AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR, 
which has avery strong local following, and 
with which are affiliate 
of local lodges connected with nearly every 
recognized trade in the city. It is announced 
thut the demand for eight hours is made by 
order of the Federation, and that the Trades 
and Labor Uniou in connection with it is re- 
sponsible for its success. If the men carry 
out instructions, as there seems little doubt 
they will, they are to be supported daring the 
struggle and hence the general confidence 
that victory is certain. 

The Knights of Labor as a body are not just 
now demandlng eight hours, but they are sup- 

rting the movement, and a large number of 
ocal assemblies are taking an active part in 

to-day’s demonstration. There is in fact a 
spirit of harmony among the wage earners of 
the city which is regarded as a good augury 
for success. Several trades have grievances 
they look upon as serious, but ali are willing 
to wait until theirturn comes. At present the 
strike is to be confined almost 

EXCLUSIVELY TO THE CARPENTERS, 
and according to present plans these will ‘quit 
work In a body at the end of this week. There 
are fully 4,000 carpenters and joiners in the 
city, and of these two-thirds at least are 
organized. What the non-union men will do 
is of course largely a matter of surmise. Some 
of them, the element which is opposed to 
trade unionism, will probably continue 
work if they ean manage to 
do so, and the policy ot the 
leaders of the union will be to leave these 
very severely alone. At the very outside 
there will bea little gentle suasion, but no 
bad feeling is anticipated, nor will anything 
approaching intimidation be tolerated by the 
leaders of the movement. But it is not 
claimed by anyone that there are enough 
non-union men enough avaliable to keep work 
zoing on the contracts, andthe noise of the 
hammer and saw wiil be quite unusual in the 
city next week. 

So far as hours and wages are concerned, 
the men are demanding eight hours and 35 
cents an hour. An effort was made to have 
higher wages calied, and 40, 45, and even 50 
cents an hour was mentioned. But more 
moderate counsels prevailed and it was de- 
termined to ask for practically nothing in the 
way of hours and wages not already 
conceded. At first sight it looks 
as though the carpenters were going out on 
strike forthefun of the thing, for atleast 
two-thirds of their number have been for a 
year or more enjoying the remuneration and 
8 asked for.

ng to throw themselves out of work in the 
busiest season ofthe year for nothing. Be-

assuch, and herecomes the rub. Many of 
the bosses object to having to recognize a 
committee of men and express a willingness 
to spend the summer in luxurious idleness 
rather than allow others to dictate how their 
business must be conducted. These bosses 
say they will continue to engage all good men 
who apply tor work at their terms, 
regardiess of their connection with 
unions. They wiIII not even ask 
an applicant whether he le a union man or 
not, and while they will exert no pressure 
and show no preference they claim perfect 
liberty of action. 

This is the point at issue between the par- 
ties. Tacked onto the demand for eight hours 
and $5 cents are a series of conditions, promi- 
nent among which is a demand that non- 
union men are not to be put to work with 
those belonging to unioas. Each boss is 
asked to declare one way or the other. If he 
will run a union shop then no non-union man 
must be engaged; if he prefers to employ non- 
union men he must do so exclusively, for the 
union men will decline to work for him. It 
will thus be seen that there is a 
distinct principle to be fought for 
and that the bosses are not prepared to sur- 
render at discretion{is evident from the careful 
manner in which contract and strike clauses 
are inserted in building agreements and in the 
general indifference dispiayed in the matter 
of putting in bids for work. Architects are

It is true the bricklayers, 
stonecutters, painters and decorators are 
already working eigbt hours, and are willing 
to work, but their sympathies are with the 
carpenters, and even were this otherwise, 
they could not work long after the strike 
commenced.

The members ofthe St. Louis police force 
will have no more recreation days. For sev- 
eral years each man on the force has been 
given one day off each month with pay. The 
only stipulation made was that no two men 
on the same squad should be off on the same 
day.

All of these men are 
now awaiting the action ofthe Police Board. 
Instead, however, of summarily dismissing 
these offenders fromthe force, the commis- 
sioners make an example of every member of 
the department by abolishing the holidays.

A PECULIAR WARRANTY DEED, 


Contalning a Clause Almost Blasphemous— 
A Coatly Set of Deeds. 


A deed was filed In the Recorder’s office yes- 
terday which contains a clause or provision 
almost blasphemous. It was drawn up by a 
Notary for parties giving a piece of property 
in the Mill Oreek Valley to a church, and that 
portion of the deed containing the claim reads 
as follows: 

And said lot is not to be used otherwise or 
for any other purpose than forthe worship 
ot God and for school as long as God holds 
out to be God, and in case the above de- 
scribed lot should be purchased by the city 
or by any raliroad or other corporation, the 
proceeds shall immediately be applied for 
another lot of ground for the same purpose 
above stated.’

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 1.—In Milwaukee the 
demand of the union carpenters for the adop-

Awritof prohibition was asked fon this 
morning of Judge Withrow by Frank L. Dem- 
ing, President of the firm of Lee- Deming 
Grocer Co., making <A. I. Abbott 
respondent.

THE CONNOLLY GAS MOTOR. 


It Will Be Given a Trial em the Benton- 


Bellefontaine Line This Month. 


The Benton- Bellefontaine line intends test- 
ing a new motor about the löth of the present 

month. It is the Connoilliy gas motor and 
has been in use on a street cur line at Eliza- 

From the start 
the propelling power was found to be all 
right, but the machine wore out and broke 
very quickly in parts, making it 


too troublesome and expensive for 
general use. The inventor has been at work 
devising improvements for overcoming this
